1. IN order to ſatisfy the minds of thoſe who may be deſirous of coming forward, but who with- hold their, 
erirolment until they are informed under what officers they are, in all probability, to ſerve: the ſub=corti= 
mittee, therefore, are requeſted to propoſe to the general committee, ſuch gentlemen'df the diſtrict, who, 
having enrolled their names for ſervice, may be conſidered fit perſons to be 'officers of the diſtri-troop. 
Such officers to conſiſt of one captain, one lieutenant, one cornet, to a troop. -And the general committee 
will, in their turn, forward ſuch recommendation as far as tle powers of ſuch general committee will extend. 


II. Twar the yeomanry may be convinced the fervice is intended to be 2s little inconvenient as poſſible, 
and that no volunteer will be called to exerciſe to ſo great a diſtance from his place of abode, as thay by 
his attendance on ſuch excrciſe he ſhall be obliged to fleep out of his own hed, or even be abſent from his 
home more than a few hours—1t is recommended, that ſuch diſtri officers, io propoſed as above- mentioned, 
be deſired to fix upon one town or place the moſt central within the wapontake, for the general muſter of 
the troop. Such place of general muſter being for the purpoſe of aſſembling on an emergency, and of like- 
wife exerciſing the whole troop united, in order that the troop may be taught to act in a body: but ſuch 
general muſter for exerciſe, not to be oftener than once a month, without the conſerit of the troo . And 
with a view to accommodate volunteers, as to the weekly exerciſe, that thu; be further deſired to fix other 
convenient places within ſmaller circles of the wapontake, to which the volunteers of the neighbourhood may 
reſort for weekly exerciſe; which places ſhall be looked upon as ſtations to which notice may be ſent, when: 
any emergency requires a ſpeedy or other general muſter of the whole troop, as. above fixed, | 10 


HI. Tar this ſub-committee be requeſted to explain at their meetings, that if any perſon proper to ſerve, 
according to the defcription in the articles of enrolment, is deſirous of enrolling his name as a volunteer, b 
is unprovided with a herſe, 2ny perſon, though not able to ſcrve perſonally himſelf, may furniſh fuch vo 
lunteer with an horſe, to be uſed by him for the ſervice only, this being perfectly conſiſtent with the true 
ſenfe and meaning of the plan propoſed. LE WI | | Ms 


IV. Tnar the ſub-committee do appoint from among their own body a permanent committee to conſiſt 
of three perſons; whoſe object ſhall be, to promote the ſervice as much us poſſible; and, either by themſelves y 
or other perſons of their appointing, to explain the true nature and meaning of ſuch ſervice to the yeomanry 
of the wapontake, in order to take off the effect of any wrong impreſſions, which might tend to prejudice 
the enroiment, and alſo to carry into execution the general meaſures of the ſub-committee, by which they , 
are deputed, and generally to have the ſuperintendance and care ot carrying this plan for raiſing yeomanry- 
cavalry. within the wapontake into effect; the ſaid permanent committee from time to time reporting progreſs 
to the ſub-committee at their meetings. | £5 EIN * 


V. Txar the ſub-committee, and more eſpecially the permanent committee, be deſired to addreſs th em- 
ſelves to gentlemen of the wapontake, friends to the meaſures, to engage them to exert themſelves in for- 
warding the earolment, either by the example of offering themſelves for perſonal ſervice, or by furniſfi- 
ing horſes to volunteers, or by ſuch other means as they may judge beſt, | es 


VI. The uniform being determined upon, will be provided as ſoon as poſſible, for as many volunteers as 
have already entered, and fuch volunteers are to be requeſted to appear in ſuch uniforms on Sundays and 
public occaſions; and the commanding officer of the diſtri& troop is deſired to give notice to Mr: Rhodes 
of York (who has contratted with this committee for the making of the uniform coat and waiftcoat ) on 
what day he will muſter the volunteers, when Mr. Rhodes will then attend for the purpoſe of meaſuring 
each individual, and deliver the uniforms when made, to the commanding officer, who will give receipts for 
the fame to Mr. Rhodes, and diſtribute to each volunteer his uniform. Notice will be given relative ro the 
providing the other parts of the uniform hereafter; and it is expected that both officers and men do receive 
their uniforms at the expence of the riding ſubſer iption. by | | ; 


VII. Tz ar the ſub- committee ( if neceſſary ) be requeſted to appoint their own ſub-committee clerk, v 
ſhall make all proper returns of proceedings, &c, to the ſecretary of the general committee, who will lay 
the ſame before ſuch general committee. 5 . 


VIII. For the receiving further ſubſcriptions and emolments, the ſub- committee are deſired to depoſite 

the Subſcription- book and roll for the wapontake with the ſub-committee clerk, or ſuch other perſon as may 
de thought proper, and to advertiſe where, and for what purpoſe, they are ſo depoſited; and ſuch clerk of 
other perſon is deſired to make, from time to time, returns of enfolment and ſubſcriptions to the ſecretary
